Woman Labor Leader Named To World Parley 

AFL-CIO President George Meany named New 
York labor leader Maida Springer to represent the 15 
million member organization at a world labor confab 
in Accra, African Gold Coast, early in January, 
marking the first time a Negro woman has ever been 
given such an assignment. 

As the official delegate for the powerful AFL-CIO, 
Mrs. Springer, who is business agent for Local 35 of 
the International Ladies Garment Workers union, 
will be the voting delegate at the International Con- 
federation of Free Trade Unions 
meeting. Among the subjects to be 
discussed will be the problems of 
trade unionism in Africa and Asia. 

One of the top Negro women in the 
organized labor movement, Mrs. 
Springer, in 1942-45, went to England :

A 103-year-old Civil War vet, who because of his crip- 
pled condition was slow in answering the door of his 
Hayti, Mo., shack, was shot to death with a sawed-off 
shotgun by a Missouri state trooper who had sprayed tear 
gas into the keyhole of the door to force the old man into 
the open. A neighbor told police that a fight between two 
men had resulted in one of them running past Davis’ 
shack. The town chief of police said he pleaded vainly 
with the officer not to shoot the old man. 


C. Negroes Refuse White Man’s $10,000 

A white South Carolina lawyer, who won $10,000 in a 
$120,000 libel suit against state NAACP officials, offered to 
give the Negroes their money back if they would not file 
any school integration suits in 10 years, but was turned 
down. Rev. James M. Hinton, who spurred the fund-rais- 
ing, said: “We are somewhat amused by Atty. S. K. Nash’s 
proposal but we have no intention of accepting it. As a 
matter of fact, we have several suits in various stages of 
filing at this moment.”

Tries To Date Negro, Fla. Student Fined $20 

A 24-year-old white University of Florida student, who 
tried to date a Negro hamburger stand waitress, was fined 
$20 for disorderly conduct in Gainesville Municipal Court 
and cited for disciplinary action by the university's fac- 
ulty committee. Mitchell C. Morrow, a native of Louisville, 
Ala., and a sophomore at the school, was arrested Novem- 
ber 6 after the proprietor of the stand called police and 
told them Morrow had asked one of his Negro helpers “to 
20 out with him.” The girl’s employer said “a young white 
man phoned ... and asked” for a date. He “later came to 
the stand and asked her to go with him.” Later, the fac- 





ulty discriplinary committee suspended Morrow “indef- 
initely” for conduct “unbecoming a Florida student.” 
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In Hollywood, the gay life and hard 
times of crooner Billy Eckstine and 
former model Carolle Drake were un- 
folded in a courtroom drama that end- 
ed with Billy being ordered to pay $750 
a month for the support of Miss 
Drake’s two children, whom Eckstine 
admitted fathering out of wedlock 
during the three years the couple had 
lived together. In addition, Eckstine 
was also ordered to pay $2,500 attor- 
ney’s fees for Miss Drake. 

Wearing a gray suit and white gloves 
and carrying a black bag, Miss Drake 
pictured herself as a woman on the 
verge of poverty as she battled for 
$1,500 monthly support against Billy’s 
2 offer of $556. 

Carolle Drake goes During Eckstine’s absences from 

to court. home, Miss Drake said, he had sent her 
money “from time to time,” usually in $100 amounts, but 
ofttimes the hundreds were few and far between. Not only 
did the money not fully cover “incidentals,” she said, but 
once she had to reach him in Europe to get more money 
for the necessities. 

Furthermore, the 32-year-old former model said, she 
did not even have a decent winter coat. She had put one 
in the shop for renovation and Billy had refused to get it 
out, she said. In contrast, her attorney presented purchase 
statements to show that Eckstine recently bought two 
overcoats—one for $500. Eckstine also recently bought 
seven sport shirts for about $30 each. The 42-year-old 
singer admitted that he now owns some 35 suits and 10 
or 12 tuxedos, and two cars, a 1955 Cadillac Eldorado and 
a 1956 Mercury. 

Miss Drake gave her address as the Hollywood house 
where she and Eckstine had lived as man and wife. It 
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rented for $402 a month, Miss Drake said, adding that she 
was looking for an apartment to rent. But she declared 
she would insist on an environment suitable for the chil 
dren. She asked the court to order Eckstine to pay at 
least $40 a month for the musical training of little Ed- 
ward, whom she described as being “musically inclined.’ 
She also asked money for a fulltime nurse, claiming she 
needed the help to assure adequate rearing for her chil- 
dren. 

In the settlement, Billy agreed to give Miss Drake al! 
the items in the Hollywood house. He had bought an 
eight-room Encino, Calif., house with a swimming pool, 
which he will share with his mother, his adopted son. 
Billy Jr., and a maid, the singer said. The house was esti 
mated at costing $40,000, with considerably more money 
to be spent in renovation. 

A last-ditch attempt to reconcile the couple was made 
by Judge Elmer Doyle in a 15-minute chamber confer- 
ence, during which he suggested 7 
that “it would be nice” if they 
got married. The attempt failed. 

During court testimony, Miss 
Drake said she met Eckstine in 
Atlanta during March of 1953 
when she was a $450-a-week 
disc jockey. Three days later, she 
followed him to Memphis. 

“She came at my invitation,” 
Eckstine admitted. 

They were together from then 
on. “We didn’t pose as man and 
wife at first,” Eckstine said, “but 
up towards the end, we did.”

stine was married when they 
met, but his divorce from his Billy Eckstine . . | has

She ad- 
mitted, however, that she “didn’t press it too much.” 

At the height of their non-marital bliss, the couple 
lived in a Hollywood home complete with a tennis court, 
swimming pool and two maids. In between time, the chil- 
dren were born: Edward, 3, and Guy LeCingq, five months. 
After the birth of Guy last July, Eckstine cabled Carolle 
from Europe: “Have just heard the good news. Kiss little 
Guy for me. I love you. Daddy.” 

But Billy’s love proved to be a sometime thing, Carolle 
said, and by last October, the honeymoon, so to speak, 
was over. She even went to Las Vegas, where Eckstine was 
appearing, to try for a reconciliation, but Billy refused, 
making her “very upset.” 

In the court settlement, the judge gave Eckstine the 
right to keep the boys with him at specified times. Said 
the judge: “If he supports the children, he shall have the 
rights of a father. The children should have a father.”

Woman Invited Him Back, Says D. C. Rape Suspect 

A 20-year-old rape suspect who allegedly left his nick- 
name and phone number with the white victim he claimed 
“invited” him back to her apartment was held for the 
grand jury in Washington, D.C. Atty. Harry Ahearn, law- 
yer for Rudolph Henry Yates, said the woman, a 24-year- 
old potato packer for a chain food store, asked Yates to 
return to her house the night after his first visit there. 
“Not only was Yates invited back the next night and had 
relations with her, but he also left his name and phone 
number with her,” the lawyer said. 


White Conn. Man Charged In Rape Of Negro Maid 

A 39-year-old white Norwalk, Conn., painting contrac- 
tor, accused of raping a Negro woman, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Mulder, shortly after hiring her as a maid, was sen- 
tenced to 30 days on a charge of criminal assault. Mrs. 
Mulder complained to Bridgeport Superior Court Judge 
Elmer W. Ryan that Ernest J. Filsinger gave her two 
drinks containing gin before the assault last July. Fil- 
singer denied all assault charges but admitted fixing two 
double Tom Collinses for Mrs. Mulder “for sociability” 
and contended that the woman later became “ill and 
hysterical.” 
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Fla. Educator Backed Liberal White, Transferred 

A Florida health educator, who defended a white woman 
when county officials sought her ouster for lunching with 
a Negro, was transferred from his post in Madison, Jef- 
ferson and Taylor Counties, and has taken on a research 
job which he says “is better.” Robert H. Browning had 
appeared in behalf of Dr. Deborah Coggins at ouster hear- 
ings, and charged she was “persecuted” and “tormented.” 


Esso Grants $25,000 To Negro College Fund 

The United Negro College Fund, representing 31 schools, 
received a $25,000 grant from the Esso Education Founda- 
tion. The Foundation was formed by the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey and a group of affiliates to assist pri- 
vately supported colleges and universities.

A 29-year-old California woman was arrested by New

BECOME AN AD MOD 
Up to the mid-40s—before 
American advertising became 
aware of the $15 billion Negro 
market—it was virtually taboo 
to use Negro girls for ad illustra- 
tions of national products in 
magazines and newspapers. To- 
day, scores of beauties with eye 
appeal like Helen Williams (see 
cover) are getting a chance to 
earn up to $50 an hour posing 
. for nearly everything from beer 
Helen Williams got tO cosmetics. 
ad job by chance. The best approach to such 
jobs, perhaps, is through a reputable, established 
model agency, but Miss Williams, a 21-year-old na- 
tive of East Riverton, N. J. (population: 4,500), got 
her first assignment simply because she happened 
to be working as a receptionist for one of New 
York’s biggest commercial photography firms, one 
of whose important accounts was a brewer. How- 
ever, it was more than a year before her second big 
job came up—after she signed with a model agency. 
“It’s at the agency,” she says, “where a girl] learns 
about makeup techniques and how to dress and 
style hair. But probably more important, it’s a place 
where your contacts are made—with photographers, 
editors and advertising executives. These are the 
people who sign your checks.” 
Though jobs for Negroes—both men and women 
-are becoming increasingly more plentiful and 
profitable in ad illustrations, the day has not yet 
arrived when a girl can make a full-time living at 
modeling. At best it provides only supplemental in- 
come and there are virtually no Negroes who depend 
on posing before the cameras to pay their rent.

But the project fell 
flat. Sponsors liked the show. So did their advertising 
agencies. But they were afraid that casting Negro per- 
formers in good, clean, unstereotyped parts might offend 
the South and lose money and good will. It’s anybody’s 
guess how much the show would have earned if we had 
been whites in the same situation. 

Just since last March, when Mr. Wonderful opened— 





es 
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to pretty bad critical notices, incidentally—my dad, my 
uncle and I have lost over $500,000 because we’ve been out 
of the night clubs and casinos. Now, this particular phase 
of our careers has little to do with the race issue but it 
points up the money we’re losing just to be on Broadway. 
Some time ago, I computed the amount of money the 
trio’s turned down because we refused to play Jim Crow 
dates. Believe me, the gross box office figure was fan- 
tastic and it occurs to me often that playing such dates 
would be money in the bank for us if we were not 
Negroes. 

But we don’t regret the box office beating we’ve taken 
because of our race. For, no doubt about it, we’ve done 
fairly well in the last five or six years. 

Actually, I doubt very much if there is a pat answer 
a person can give on how it feels to be a Negro in show 
business. A performer, like any one else, can only base 

his opinions and 
attitudes on 
conditions as 
they exist at the 
moment.

the ups and downs of this business, sometimes, for a 
Negro, it’s rough. 

Some people expect me to give them an answer to how 
it feels to be a Negro in show business which in effect 
should solve the whole color issue. Well, it’s not quite so 
simple. The best thing I can do is stand on my record. I, 
myself, have been pushed around, Jim Crowed, and hu- 
miliated, all because I’m a Negro. There is, make no mis- 
take, a certain amount of bitterness in me which comes 
directly out of the race thing. But I’ve never let it stand 
in my way. I once said that it is the worst thing in the 
world being a star and a Negro and that statement is no 
less true now than before. So, I point to my record and 
I’m proud of it. With my dad and my uncle, I play no- 
where that a Negro can’t come and see me on an equal 
basis with whites. And what is more, dad and Will and I 
have an ironclad agreement that this policy stays with 
the act as long as we are in show business. 

A good many years ago I learned that I have an obliga- 
tion that extends beyond just making money. I have a 
moral responsibility—if only by being constantly on ex- 
hibit in show business—not to lose faith with my people. 
I even have to be careful of the kind of songs I record 
and of the material we use in our act. I’ve got to be sure 
—no matter how much money it costs me—that whatever 
I do doesn’t reflect badly on my people.
